They 
have been given $2.50 and $2.75 for ten hours’ 
work, and when other quarries have been 
closed in the winter my men have been given 
steady work. During the winter they have 
been paid full wages for eight hours’ work, 
because the days were so short that they 
could not work longer than eight hours, and 
yet they come to me now with a demand for 
eight hours all the year. I have rock enough 
to last me for twelve months and shall not 
give in to them.’’ 

Most of the quarry Owners were notified on 
Friday and Saturday by their men that they 
wanted eight hours’ work and $2.25 per day. 
Some were notified this morning. Mr.O’Meara 
did not receive notice until this morn- 
ing and was then , told that an answer 
was wanted to-morrow. 

The firm of Hogan & Moran refused to 
give the men employed intheir quarry at 
Garrison avenue and North Market street, 
eight hours’ work and §2.25 and all but two 
of their quarrymen stoppedi work. The men 
got upon the bank and called to the two men 
to come out. They paid no attention to the 
strikers until a volley of macadam and clay 
drove them to a sbelter.

The harness-makers agreed yesterday 
unanimously that such debts to their em- 
ployers should all be paid before they left the

the peace to a condition of panting and 
breathless indignation. Tne thickets in the 
vicinity of the Biair statue were the favorite 
spots selected by the boys for ascertaining 
the sprinting abilities of the blue-coated of- 
ficers, the line of operations extending from 
the railroad tracks to the refreshment stands, 
towards which the outstretched hand of Gen. 
Blair points. The boys dodged in and out 
enjoying the sport, a feeling that the pur- 
suing officers did not seem to share, 
as the unwonted exertions under the 
hot afternoon sun soon reduced them 
to jelly-like masses of perspiring flesh. Occa- 
sionally they were successful, but only’ when 
operating In bodies against single antagonists, 
who were not wary enougn to avoid being 
surrounded by a massive and impenetrable 
wall of Diue,but as a general rule they proved 
utterly unable to apprehend the light-heeled 
youths who heartiessly imposed upon their 
pursuers by allowing them to approach 
ALMOST WITHIN REACH 
and then shot off at a pace that filled their 
would-be captors with despair. They did not 
seem to realize that what was sport to them 
was death to the oflicers, and kept up the 
cruel play for hours. Two boys on bicycles 
were peculiarly aggravating. They wouid 
shoot ahead of the police, gather such flow- 
ers as they pleased, and when their perspiring 
pursveis approached would mount their 
wheels and escape, jeering at the guardians 
of the peace as they went. Another youth 
was hemmed in by the bluecoats near the 
rather malodorous rivelet that runs through 
the park, and seeing that escape was imposs!- 
ble coolly waded into the mludle ofthe stream 
and there awaited capture. He refused to 
notice the prayers and entreaties that were 
addressed to him, with the object of persuad- 
ing him to come out and go to jail, but 
steadily held his position. At last a police- 
man waded out after him, when the boy 
leisurely walked up stream, passing lightly 
over the mud, intowhich the officer sank to 
his knees. It was not until another guardian 
of the peace had cut off his retreat by wading 
Into the river above that he surrendered and 
was led to durance vile. By the time that the 
rain began to fall the policemen were peri- 
patetic Russian baths, -and when they 
returned to the police station to 
report in the evening were 80 
emaciated by their exertions, that many were 
recognizable only by the numbers on their 
stars. According to a rough estimate 
made, the St. Louis police force utilized about 
half a ton of its material in larding the 
lean earth of Forest lark, while some exag- 
gerative individuals claimed that the adjacent 
water courses were perceptibly increased in 
volume by the streams of water that exuded 
from the pores ot the metropolitan police. 
The forée will not be crippled, however, as 
most of the flesh lost may be classed as su- 
perfluous.

THE FIRST MEETING OF THE NEW CITY 
COUNCIL HELD TO-DAY- 


Municipal Officers Appointed for Another 
Term—A Delegation of Ladies Ask That 
the Sunday Ordinances Be Strictly En- 
forced—An Increase of Salaries—News 
From Believille—St. Clair County. 


The first regular meeting of the East 5t. 
Louis City Council for the fiseal year 1890-91 is 
being beld to-day. This meeting is always the 
most important of the year because of the 
character and extent of the business to 
be transacted. At the opening of 
to-day’s meeting Mayor M. M. Stephens de- 
livered his annual address, in which he ad- 
vocated in general a continuation by the 
Council of the present policy of public im- 
provements. In particular he advocated the 
raising of Main and Third streets between 
Broadway and Missouri avenue, the extension 
of the Broadway improvements; the increase 
of the salaries of police patrolmen from $60 to 
$65 per montb, and various other measures of 
lesser importance. He acvocated the early 
consummation of the street improvements 
mentioned, but argued that further work on 
the streets should be deferred until the ne@es- 
sity becomes more urgent. 

At the close of his address Mayor Stephens 
announced the make-up of committees for the 
year and then promulgated the list of ap- 
pointments.

Interesting Records. 


In selecting the maps, plats and surveys 
connected with the Harbor Department for 
storage in the vaults ofthe Equitable Build- 
ing, Commissioner Murpby brought out to- 


day some valuable and interesting docu- 
ments. Many ofthem possess historical in- 
terest as showing the growth and develop- 
mentofthe Harbor and Wharf Department 
since 1837. In the archives are found copies 
of the origiaal survey of the harbor made by 
Lieut. \ Robert E. Lee, who 5

in the year mentioned. Ah ex- 
amination of the maps shows the singular fact 
that -$ind-bars then lying in front of 
Bi ‘Island were identically the same as 
they are to-day. The island itself is shown as 
a strip of ground about a quarter of a mile 
long and one-third ofa mile wide. The main 
channel of the river was on the Illinois side 
ofthe island. Duncan’s Island is also shown 
as being nearly two miles long and about 
three-quarters of a mile wide. Both islands 
are now attached to the main land, one to 
Illinois, the ether to Missouri. Other items of 
interest are shown on the map, one being 
Chouteau’s pond at Seventh street and the line 
followed by the outlet of the overflow to the 
riyer in front of Duncaao’s Island. Cahoe 
Island is located as being in front of the St. 
Louis Arsenal, and is now known as Arsenal 
Island. The waterworks are placed at Collins 
and O’ Fallon streets, just north of the resi- 
dence of Gen. Wm. H. Ashley. The map be- 
ing a lithographic copy of the one made bya 
corps ofengineers ofthe United States army 
contains a fac-simile of the signatures of two 
men, who afterwards became eminent in the 
annals of the country. 

They were Gen. Robert E. Lee, Gen. M. C. 
Meigs. The improvements made by Gen. 
Lee above Bloody Island were successful for 
the purpose intended, and the methods fol- 
lowed by him, and which were then experl- 
mental, are those now employed by the emi- 
neut engineers in charge of the improvements 
of the navigabie waterways oft entire 
country. The map referred to wus presented 
tothe Harbor Department by A.J. F. Gar- 
esche, July 3, 1851. 


The New City Hall, 


The new City Hall Commissioners visited 
Washington Park, the site selected for the 
new municipal structure this afternoon in 
company with Mr. Mann, oneof the firm of 


successful architects. He had the ground 
and foundation plans and showed them 
to the Mayor and other members

DIED AT SEA. 


Mrs. Frederick M. Biebinger’s Sudden 
Death While En Route for Europe. 


Mr. Frederick W. Biebinger, cashier of the 
Fourth National Bank, expected a cablegram | 
yesterday or this morning announcing the 
safe arrival at Southampton of the North 
German Lioyd steamer Ems, on which his wife 
and daughter were passengers. He received 
the cable this morning. It announced the 


safe arrival of the vessel, but not of Mrs. 
Biebenger, who the message briefly stated, 
died of apoplexy on the morning after the de- 
parture of the ship from New York. The de- 
ceased lady left St. Louis last Wednesday 
week, accompanied by her youngest daughter, 
Miss Adele, and sailed on the following Satur- 
day on the Ems, with a view to making a 
European trip. She was 
in excelient health and the best 
of spirits, and Mr. Biebinger was the more 
surprised and shocked when he received the 
sad news of his bereavement this morning. 
Tne lady had suffered occasionally from rheu- 
matism and the inference is that a recurrence 
ot the trouble may have had something to do 
with her unexpected death. 

Mrs. Biebinger was 46 years of age. Like 
her husband, she was a native of Germany, 
but she came to this country when quite 
young and was married in 1860. She leaves 
six children, three sons and three daughters. 
One of the former is bookkeeper at the Fourth 
National Bank. Of her three daughters one is 
now the wife of Dr. Charles Luedeking and 
another is Mrs. George F. Dittmann.

The“ Original Package“ Decision. 


To the Editor af the Post-Dispatch: 
MCLEANSBORO, III., May 5.—It would be a 

very great pleasure to many people here and, 

no doubt, elsewhere to be informed explicitly 


on the full meaning of the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court tu the original package case.’’ 


Prohibitionists aud others claim that the 
effect of the decision isto ‘‘throw down the 
flood gates,“ as it were, and permit any per- 
son outside of Iilinols to send in any 
and all kinds of intoxicating liquors in large 
or small packages (as beer kegs, quart or pint 
flasks) establish headquarters and sell them 
out, in the original packages, without regard 
to State or municipal regulations on the sub- 
ject, and all this by authority of the inter- 
state commerce law. The writer does not 
so understynd the scope of the decision, 
but that it only permits the free 
importation of the intoxicating liquors from 
one state to another inany form or quantity 
desired by the importer, to be used by him 

but not to be resold for gain so as to become 
an article of ‘‘commerce’’ between individ. 
uals of the same State in defiance of State law 
Or to put it m another form, a citizen 
of MeLeansboro. would have just as good 
right to purchase beer in kegs or whisky in 
bottles from a firm in Rast St. Louis and sell it 
out in the *‘original package’’ as he would if 
bought from a firm in St. Louis, and the deci. 
sion in fact only declares the freedom of 
*‘commerce between the States, by which ig 
meant, of course, the free purchase and ex- 
change of commodities between citizens of the 
ditterent States.

SABBATH DESECRATION, 


BISHOP DUNCAN DEPLORES IT AT CENTEN- 
ARY CHUROCR. 


Sunday Base Ball Comes In fora Scoring— 
He Deals Severely With Parents Who 
Let Their Yeung Girls Visit the Parks on 
the Sabbath—Centenary Church an Ex- 
coptlon in That It Has More Men Than 
Women Attending Services. 


In his sermon last night at Centenary Church 
Bishop W. W. Duucan took occasion to ex- 
press indignation and surprise at what he hau 
witnessed In the afternoon. Said he: ‘‘Look- 
ing out of my window in the homeof my 
friend, who is entertaining me,I saw down 
the valley freight trains and passenger trains 
running hither and thither and traffic on the 
railroads going on as if there were no Sabbath, 
no laws and no sentiment to govern the 


corporations. These immense corpora- 
tions were making money out 
of the labor of their employes 


onthe Sabbath. They tell me that this busy 
scene is an evidence of the material prosper!- 
ty of the city. If so, then I want to say, though 
a stranger in the city, that you are paying too 
high a pricefor material prosperity. A city 
bullded upon nothing but money, despising 
moral institutions, and tramping under foot 


moral laws, enjoys a dangerous prosperity at 
the expenee of moral poverty.“ 

He was very vigorous in his denunciation of 
Sunday base ball playing and the general dis- 
regard of the Sabbath, as he put it, witnessed 
on the streets. He was particularily severe upon 
parents of young ladies and girls who are per- 
mitted toride tothe parksin the crowded 
street cars on Sunday sfternoons without pro- 
tection, associating there with the tough boys 
whom they meet on these highways.

This remark of the Bishop, madein a very 
pleasant manner, elicited still further laugh- 
ter and amusement among the people. Evi- 
dently both of the grgat preachers were dis- 
concerted over the strange turn which e very 
touching and eloquent sermon had taken. 
Recovering from the diversion the Bishop 
continued bis sermon, holding the audience’s 
attention to the close and eliciting hearty

FOR WASHINGTON TO-NIGHT- t 
Wednesday They Will Appear Before the 
Committee on Ways and Means of the 
House and Protest Against the Proposed 
Tariff on Cutlery and Firearms—Repnab- 
licans and Democrats Alike Denounce 
the McKinley Bill. 


This evening a delegation of leading hard- 
ware men of the West will leave this city for 
Washington to abpear before the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House of Represent- 
atives on Wednesday and protest against the 
| passage of the McKinley tariff pill in its pres- 
ent form. The committee object to the 
tariff the bill imposes on some lines 
of hardware, and especially on cer- 
tain classes of fire-arms and cutlery, 
and claim that the passage of the bill will ruin 
trade in these goods. E. O. Simmons, Presi- 
dent of the Simmons Hardware Co., the larg- 
est house of the kind in America, Frank Shap- 
leigh ofthe A. F. Shapleigh Hardware Co., 
one ofthe largest hardware houses in the 
country, E. O. Meacham of the Meacham 
Arms Co., the largest dealers in flre- arms in 
the world, will go with the delegation as rep- 
resntatives of the trade in St. Louis and there 
will also be with the committee, W. N. Moore 
of the Kansas City Hardware Co. of Kansas 
City, John Conover of Kansas City, Charles 
J. Schmelier of Kansas City and Leavenworth 
and ©. H. Schultz and Frank Wyatt of St. 
Joseph, Mo. 

This protest against the bill does not come 
from Democrats alone, but from the hard- 
ware and firearm dealers regardless of poli- 
tics. Of the eight members of the delegation 
four are stanch Republicans, and they are 
really more vigorous in their denunciations 
of the provisions of the bill as to certain lines 
of goods handied by them than the 


Democrats on the delegation. The Re- 
publicans in the party are Messrs. 
E. C. Meacham of St. Louis, W. N. Moore of 
Kansas City, C. J. Schmelzer of Kansas City 
and Leavenworth and ©. H. Schultz 
of St. Joseph, while Messrs. E. C. Simmons 
and Frank - Shapleign of St. Lodis, 
John Conover of Kansas City and Frank Wyatt 
of St. Joseph are Democrats. The Kansas 
City ana st. Joseph merchants who are going 
with the party arrived here this morning. 
MR. MEACHAM 
who has always been uw liberal contributor to 
the campaign fund of the Republican party, 
is considerably disgusted with himself to 
think that he put up money for the last Presi- 
dential campaign to cut hisown throat, as he 
expresses it. His firm does a larger business 
in dre arms than any other three houses io the 
country combined, and the McKinley bill cuts 
deeply Lovell 
of the Co. of 
Worcester, Mass., with headquarters at Bos- 
ton, is championing the tariff provisions of 
the McKinley bill on fire-arms, and Mr. Mea- 
cham, who is his largest customer, purchas- 
ing $69,000 worth of arms from him last year, 
is said to have telegraphed Mr. Lovell that if 
he did not withdraw his support from the 
measure he would never purchase another 
dvliar’s worth of goods from him. No doubt 
many other hardware and fire-arm dealers 
will take similar steps to protect themselves. 
»The bill, remarked Mr. Meacham, ‘‘wiill 
be of no practical benefit to the American fire- 
arm manufacturers, and will do ſnealeulabile 
injury to dealers injthe goods. It raises the duty 
ou cheap hammer guns which have to be im- 
ported from England, because they 
are not made in this country 
at all. The only mannfacturer in 
America who has been making them is N. R. 
Davis of Massachusetts and he gave up their 
manufacture aboutsix years ago. He made 
some last year onan order from me, and I 
dare say they are the only hammer guns he 
has made in six years. The American manu- 
facturers devote their attention exclusively 
to making hammerless guns, which line 
they find more profitabie. They are 
already amply protected in this business by 
a duty of 35 per eent and almost entirely 
control the market. If the duty was entirely 
taken off guns which sell for $10 or iess it 
would not burt the American manufacturer at 
all and would save hard-earned dollars to 
thousands of poor men. The raise of duty 
merely forces thousands of men who could 
ufford cheap guns but not costly ones todo 
without frearms altogether. Guns of the 
cheaper grades, from $12 down, are sold very 
extensively throughout the South and West 
during the season, and if the duty Is 
increased the arms will be almost 
doubled in price, and bundreds of men who 
intended securing one will not buy because 
they cannot stand the Increase. The bill will 
not interfere with the importation of the 
breech-loaders, but will stop ail importation 
of and business in muzzle loaders which are 
not made in this country, and by reducing the 
sales of guns will necessarily greatly lessen 
the sales of powders, flasks, pouches, caps, 
cartridge shells, shot, wads and all gun im- 
5 This will of course strke the Amer- 
can manufacturers of ammunition. The 
Flobert rifles ulegbt be admitted to this 
country free of duty as they are nt made 
here at all and there is no likelihvod that they 
willbe. Ido not see any use for further pro- 
tection on fire arms, and I am the largest 
handler of American made firearms in the 
world. Last year my purchases of American 
firearms amounted to $492,000. This increased 
tariff does not help the manufacturer in this 
country, but cuts down the business 
of the dealers and this necessarily 
reduces the number of bis employes. 
and lowers salaries. Thousands of 
of poor men are whe use firearms are affected 
by it. The dealers in firearms in this country 
employ more than ten men to every one em- 
ployed by the manufacturer. ‘There are be- 
tween 75and 100 men engaged in my store. 
Nearly all of them are Republicans, but it that 
bill increasing the tariff pusses, they are very 
naturally going to vote and work against the 
Republican ticket in future. because the power 
of the party is injuring their interests. Ihave 
orders on the other side now, amounting to

There bas arisen in School Board affairs an- 
other question which will have to be decided 
in the courts in case Messrs. Rogersand Mack- 
lin, or either of them, should be ousted to- 
morrow. itis whether the board would have 
a right to fill such a vacancy by appointment. 
Mr. Bartholdt and the Director from the Sixth 
District in an interview Saturday said that in 
case Messrs. Macklin and Rogers, or either of 
them, were declared unqualified that nothing 
would suit the Aulerites better than to 
have an election at large and thus 
secure an expression of public opinion on the 
School Board fight. This challenge was made 
known to Mr. Miller the leader of the faction 
in opposition to the present organization of 
the board, and when asked what he thought 
about it, he said be bad nothing to say except 
that the rules prevented the acceptance of the 
challenge. The Drabelle law which had 
only afew days ago been declared constitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court made it man- 
datory upon the boara to fill all vacancies 
which occurred in directorships at large, by 
appointment.

THE DEPARTMENT COMMANDER AND STAFF 
IN THE CITY. 


A Move That Will Be of Great Benefit to

The Republicans think ten days will be suffi- 
cient time in which to discuss the measure, 
while the Democrats desire to have more 
time. The present indications are that it will 
take from twelve to fifteen days to dispose of 
the McKinley tariff bill.

The Slave Trade Gone, the Gin Trad 
Continues, © 


From the Contemporary Review. 

With the stoppage of the slave trade the gin 
traffic only received a more powerful stim- 
ulus. To its propagation all the energies of 
the traders were devoted. For spirits there 
was already a huge demand, and it was in- 
creasing out of all proportion to the taste for 
better things. It reauired no exertion on the 
part ofthe merchants to set it going, and 
once started it grew and spread itself with- 


out stopping. The profits, too, were enor- 
mous and certain, because the appetite for 
drink had to be assuaged, no matter what the 
price. Yetin all conscience the pleasures of 
intoxication are not expensive in West Africa. 
Over the doorway of hundreds of traders’ 
houses might be hana the signboard of Ho- 
garth’s picture, ‘‘Drunk for a penny, dead 
drunk for twopence,’’ only the ‘clean straw 
for nothing’’ would have to be leftout. With 
the traffic in usual articles it was entirely 
different. To push it was a slow and laborious 
task, and the profits were uncertain, which 
did not suit men who wanted to make money 
rapidly. 

he result of this state of matters is that the 
diabolical work commenced by the slave trade 
has been effectually carried on and widened 
by that in spirits. for one am inclined to 
believe that the latter is producing greater— 
and what are likely to be quite as lasting— 
evils than the former. The spirit trafiic has a 
more brutallz ing effect; it more effectually 
blights ail the native’s energies, itruins his 
constitution, and, through the habits it gives 
rise to, his lands are leit as desolate as after 
a slave raid. 

W hat are the most characteristic European 

imports into West Africa? Gin, rum, gun- 

powder and guns. What European articies 
are most in demand? The same. In what 
light do the natives look upon the Europeans? 
Why, as makers and sellers of spirits and 
guns. What largely supports the govern- 
mental machinery of that region? St ili the 
same articles. 

The ships which trade to Africa are loaded 

with gin out of all proportion to more useful 

articles; the warehouses along the coast are 

filied with it. The air seems to reek with the 

vile stuff, and every hut is redolent of its 

fumes. Gin bottles and boxes meet the eye at 

every step, and in some places the weaith and 

importance of the various villages are meas- 

ured by the size of the pyramids of empty gin 

bottles which they erect to tneir own honor 

and glory andthe envy of poorer districts. 

Over large areas it ls almost the sole currency 

and in many parts the year’s wages of the 
negro factory workers is paid in spirits, with 

which they return home to enjoy a few days 
of fiendish debauch.

Whereas, It has pleased our Father in 
heaven to remove by death from our inidst 
our friend, colleague and leader, Hon. James 
B. Beck; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That in his death we have lost a 
valued friend and a wise and safe counselor 
inthe discharge of our public duties; that 
Kentucky has lost her greatest statesman and 
ablest advocate of the principles ofthe Gov- 
ernment that would promote her prosperity. 
Thatthe United States has lost one of the 
most earnest, forcible and successful 
advocates of the preservation and 
transmission of ail liberties of 
the people that has ever held a seat in the 
Senate. Tbat we feel that his loss to us is 
irreparable; but knowing his example ie wor- 
thy to be followed by all, we will endeavor 
to be governed by those high character- 
istics which made his life noble and will try 
to bear our bereavement in that spirit that 
recognizes the wisdom of God in ali 
His decrees.

Salt is at present produced by means of 
open vats or pans, varying in size according 
to circumstances and the quality of the salt to 
be produced, Its manufacture necessarily 


requires a large area and an enormous con- 
sumption of fuel to maintain the saltat the 
bolling point in order to secure the precipita- 
tion of the salt more or less rapidly,according 
to the quality required. For example, a 
salt pan 12 yards long and 2 yards 
wide—thirty square yards—exclusive of 
the brick work, is supposed to run out about 
forty tons of salt per week. Dr. Pick, who is 
one of the highest authorities on the subject 
of salt production, has, however, invented 
an economical process for evaporating liquors 
containing salts and for separating the salts 
from them. By means of this apparatus, 
which covers thirty-five square yards, it is 
stated that 600 tons of salt can be 
produced per week. The apparatus in ques- 
tion is simple in construction and opera- 
tion, while the process of making salt by it is 
economical, continuous and automatic. It 
depends for its success mainly upon two 
principles: Firstiy, that the boiling point of 
any liquid is lowered by reducing the press- 
ureunder which evaporation is carried on; 
secondly, that the steam generated by the 
evaporation of any liquid contains a certain 
quantity of latent heat, which is sufficient to 
evaporate another quantity of water, provid- 
ing the bolling point of the latter is below the 
temperature of the steam used.

Six hundred men are now digging the ra- 
road tunnel under the St. Clair River at Port 
Huron, at the rate of fifteen feet each day. 
More than 1,200 feet of the tunnel proper is 
now ready for the trains on the Michigan side, 
and 900 on the Canadian side. The remaining 
4,000 feet will be finished at a wonderfully 
rapid rate, considering the nature of the 


work. 
The tunnel is over 6,00 feet long. Thea 
proaches are equally long, so that the enti 
length will be more than two miles. Of this 
distance 2,310 feet are under the river,2,309 fect 
on the Michigan land side and 2,100 on the 
Canadian. The grade is one foot to every fifty, 
except under the river bottom, where it is 
substantially level. It is an iron cylinder 
tunnel—tbe only one of the kind in the coun- 
try. There is niether brick nor stone used in 
Its construction. Neither are there any stays or 
supports—simply a mammoch tron tube bulls 
in sections underground, It is designed fora 
single track. 
Electric lights make it as light as day, air 
engines keep the atmosphere as healthy in- 
side as above, and steam pipes hold the tem- 
perature at the proper point.

But hie father, when he persecuted him 
despite his genius, and when he coupled the 
Pomeranian grenadiers with robust country- 
women in order to obtain a generation of 
gigantic soldiers, was he not mad? 

And mad, too, was the great grapdtather of 
the present German Emperor, Frederick 
William III., who insisted on uniting the 

rotestant churches and celebrating the 

nion, then called the Evangelical Union. A 
man of greater learning than talent, richer in 
religious ideas than in political aptitude, a 
theological writer devoted to publishing 
works on transcendental problems of theog- 
ony, proud of his absolute authority and bent 
on turning it into a spiritual instrument—be 
worked incessantly for the 

PROSPERITY OF THE TRADITIONAL RELIGION 
and for the union of the two Protestant 
ehurches, divided by an unfathomable gulf of 
enmity. Ineconsiderate, like demented per- 
sons, he rejected as.worthiess the natural 
scruples of the clergy and the faith of the be- 
ltevers, insisting foolishiy on a clase bond 
between the churches, drawing up codes and 
liturgies which he first essayed in private 
synods and afterwards introduced into the 
central synods, but without reflexion, with- 
out sense or judgment. 

The illustrious theologian, Schleiermacher 
who held that religion dwelt in the spirit an 
not in the state, depended on the ministry of 

thinkers and not on that of Kings, seeing the 
monarch so superficial and so pedantic, and 
opposing the learned doctors, as if his words 
„were dogmas and his court a coun- 
7 ell, resolyed to resist such extrava- 
eancies and speke eloguentiy against 
these acts of folly and aggression; and, hav- 
ing assembled bis pastors, he prohibited, with 
all the dignity of Ambrosius before Theodo- 
sius, the entrance of heaven to the earthly 
powers, as God had guarded it for the spirit. 
The King, in his madness, took no heed of 
such reprobation, but composed a sort of re- 
ligious programme, called by him the royal 
liturgy, and made up of scraps from the old 
church literature. 

But astep further went Frederick William 
IV., brother ofthe late William I. This was a 
positive case of atavism, Wwben he tried to win 
over the minds of the rational pantheistic 
school, represented by Hegel, tothe mystical 
school of pantheism, represented by S&chell- 
ing; having recourse to rescripts, pensions, 
persecutions of some and protection of oth- 
ers, as if he were back in the times in whicn a 
rescript of Julian Constantine and Theo- 
dosius sufiiced to change the religious creeds 
of the entire universe. 

Now, in the same way that a King of Prussia 
married his grenadiers to country girls; and 
a second Prussian monarch, the Lutheran 
Oburch with the Church of Calv and a 
third Prusian monarch the philoBophy of 
Hegel with that of Schelling—the reigning 
Emperor wants to

with the socialism of revolution. Such an 
undertaking is simply the result of the mad- 
ness inspired by athrone. Proof enough and 
to spare hasthe Emperor given, during his 
short lifetime, of a disordered intellect. Bear 
in mind the cruelty of his conduct 
towards his illustrious and unhappy 
father. his mania ot rushing restlessly 
hither and thither; his love, of miai@val, 
warlike religious ceremonies, resembling 
those that the Bavarian King, Louis, engaged 
into the sound of Wagner’s music; the in- 
coherent speeches in which eccentricity is 
combined with vulgarity; the fits of frenzy in 
the starlit nights or on the sparkling ocean; 
the propensity for mysticism mixed with his 
predilection for Russian Nihilism; the habit 
of donning a hundred different uniforms, 
affecting as many shapes and forms as the 
antique gods in their wetamorphoses. 

All this explains the recent labor conference 
in search of a social uniformity incompatible 
with the laws which regulate the universe.

military innovations, convoked a congress to 
establish the foundations of the future peace 
of Europe, and how nobody took any notice 
ot it. A similar rebuke were well merited at 
this hour by the Cesarism, pre@torianism, 
anti-Semitism, socialism and materialism 
spread over our continent—thanks to the 
bateful and the bated German hegemony.

Confined, by these stern realities, to his 
empire, the dreams of winning over 
the workmen of the world and 
roclaiming bimself king ot the 
aborers; a sort of Charlemagne, achieving 
just as the earlier monarch defended the 
Catholic idea against barbarous tribes and

But the Emperor falls to perceive that, 
whereas abstract ideas, which are pliabie, 
suffice for speech, concrete realities, very 
recalcitrant to luminous and pure ideals, are 
required for action.

infirmity in William explains 
the inexplicable dismissal of Bismarek. God 
bas halved the Germanic mind. German in- 
telligence is represented by the illustrious 
Chancellor, Bismarck, the will of Germany 
by the fron Emperor, William. Will that is 
not guided by intelligence is lost and bewil- 
dered in the mazes of life. Intelligence that is 
not seconded by will loses itself in abstrac- 
tions. William I. had faith in the Chan- 
celior’s intelligence and the Chancellor be- 
lieved in the power of the Emperor’s will. It 
is owing tothis dovetailing of the facuities 
possessed by the two mighty persunages that 
thought and act interpenetrated each other 
and bore such excellent fruit. William 
. and Chancellor Bismarck could no 
more be divided in Germany than will and 
ntelligence can afford to be sundered in our 
natures. But death put an end to this com- 
panionship. Intelligence is now separated 
from wilt. The Emperor who knew how to 
accomplish all that was necessary without re- 
flexion, has been replaced by two suecessors, 
Frederick III and William II, a liberal pull 
osopher and a socialist visionorary, who 
dream and do not act. 

Bismarck accomplished great things from 
his natural genius and from the affectionate 
regard which the grandfather had transmitted 
to the grandson. Furthermore the Chancel- 
lor, made aware during the sickness of Fred- 
erick III., of the Injury done to bis views and 
aims by the liberal doctrines, had inoculated 
young William with the aversion felt 
by all consumate statesmen for perilous 
abstractions. If Bismarck hoped to find in 
William II. the firm will of his grandfather, 
he must now have abandoned such hopes. A 
Victor Emmanuel worked with Cavour, a 
Francis Joseph with Deack, an Alexander II. 
with Gortschakoff, and a William of Hohen- 
zollern with his Minister, Bismarck. 

BUT THESE MEN CANNOT BE RESUSCITATED. 
Such natures spring up in all places, but, like 
extinct species, they are not reproduced. 
Humbert, Rudolph, Alexander III., William 
II., the King of Belgium and the King ot Port- 
wgal no more resemble their predecessors 
than does Queen Christina in my own country 
resembie ber dangerous husband, Alfonso XII. 
Bismarck, conscious of this, and perceiving 
thatthe correct attitude and well-balanced 
spirit of bis old lord and master had been re- 
placed bya demeanor manifestly incorrect, 
resolved, in tne first instance, to give up the 
ministry of, commerce, of which he 
was the econoiaica) representative, 
and, finally, the  chancellorship ot 
which he was the. political representative. 
If he means to Assist at his own funeral, to 
witness with his own eyes the blank he leaves 
in the German nation, he must be prepared 
for disappointment. Geniuses resemble the 
sun in that they give light and heat withons 
reflection; they are like the sun also in that 
they stand alone in their respective systems.
